On Monday the 3d of April 1721, the Houſe being informed, that two Al- 
dermen, and one of the Sheriffs of the City of London, attended at the Door, 
they were called in, and at the Bar acquainted the Houſe, that rhey were com- 


manded by the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons of the City of London, 


in Common Council aſſembled, to preſent to the Houſe a Petition from them; 
and they preſented the ſame to the Houſe accordingly, and then they withdrew. 
The ſaid Petition was read, complaining of the Miſmanagements, Avarice, and 
fatal Contrivances of the late Directors of the South-Sea Company, their Aiders, 
Abettors and Confederates in the Deſtruction of their Country, and of the gene- 
ral Decay of Trade, Manufactures, and of publick Credit ; and returning Thanks 
to the Houſe for the great Pains they have taken to relieve the unhappy 
Sufferers, by compelling the Offenders to make Reſtitution ; and for their conti- 
nued Application to lay open the whole Scene of Guilr, notwithſtanding the indy- 
ftrious Artifices of ſuch Sharers in the Plunder, as have endeavoured to obſtrut? the 
Detection of Fraud and Corruption: Not doubting but the ſame Fortitude, Impar- 
tiality, and publick Spirit, wherewith the Houſe has hitherto ated, will ſtil a- 
nimate them in the purſuit of theſe truly great and noble Ends; and expreſſing 
their infinite Concern, that the Payment of a great Sum towards the publick 
Debrs (which was expected from the Succeſs of the late Scheme) is now render'd 
extremely difficult, if not impracticable, and yet is a Cloud hanging over the 
Heads of the preſent unfortunate Proprietors of the South-Sea Company, and a 
great Damp to publick Credit; and praying, that the Houſe will take ſuch fur- 
ther Meaſures as they ſhall judge proper, that Trade may flouriſh, publick Credit 
be reſtord, and Juſtice done to an injured People.
